DECISION AS A VICTORY FOR THEIR CLAIMS TO THE SAHARA. 

-KING HASSAN TOLD THE MOROCCAN PEOPLE THE ICJ OPIN 
ION IS A FINAL VINDICATION AND CLAIMED HE WOULD LEAD 
350,000 UNARMED MOROCCANS TO REGAIN THE SAHARA PEACE- 
FULLY. 

-THE MOROCCAN DELEGATION TO THE UN ISSUED A PRESS 
STATEMENT STRESSING THAT, IN VIEW OF THE ICJ DECISION, 

FURTHER DEBATE WOULD BE UNWARRANTED. 

-CONSULATE GENERAL CASABLANCA NOTES THE MILITARY HAS 
BEEN STOCKPILING SIGNIFICANT QUANTITIES OF GASOLINE 
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AND CALLING UP EXPERIENCED DRIVERS.
